| am writing on behalf of SHPOA, an L.A. volunteer organization representing approximately 2200 
equine-zoned households. Your editorial failed to mention the negative aspects of forcing 
local government to “plan” for over a million additional units. 


Your newspaper recently reported that California’s population increase is the slowest it’s been in 
history: 186,000. 186k x 10 years divided by 2.9 people per household adjusted for 3.5% 
vacancy rate = 619,000 units—a far cry from 1.8 million. 


We are already dealing with the burden of budget shortfalls for public safety, utilities, testing the 
limits of aging water mains, sewer systems, and landfills. We don’t have unlimited water, 
we don’t want increased traffic and resultant air pollution, loss of historical zones, and open 
space. 


You state that some local governments have shirked their responsibility by bending to complaints. 
Translation: They are DOING THEIRJOB. You state, “California has a deep housing shortage 
that is fueling poverty, displacement and homelessness.” A housing shortage does NOT cause 
poverty and 30% of the local homeless are unemployable and cannot pay rent regardless of 
where they “live.”
